Records of 1953 


Concord, N. H., January 14, 1953 


The Merrimack County Delegation met in the House 
Gallery immediately after the morning session. ‘The 
meeting was called to order by John Bunten who was 
then chosen temporary chairman with Shelby Walker 
of Concord as temporary Clerk. 

The Clerk then proceeded to call the roll and a 
quorum was found to be present. 

It was moved by Mr. Moore of Bradford and seconded 
that E. Harold Young of Pittsfield be elected permanent 
chairman. ‘The vote was unanimous. 

It was moved by Mr. Ferguson of Pittsfield and 
seconded that Mrs. Eleanora C. Nutter of Epsom be 
elected permanent clerk. It was voted unanimously. 

After discussion Mr. Ferguson of Pittsfield moved that 
the delegation elect an executive committee of seven 
members who will also perform the duties of a budget 
committee, the Chairman and Clerk to be ex-officio 
members of this committee. 

Mr. Corbett of Concord seconded this motion and it 
was passed. ‘The following members were nominated 
and unanimously elected:

Concord, February 18, 1953 


The Executive Committee of the Merrimack County 
Delegation met with the County Commissioners at the 
County Court House. Seven members were present: 
Messrs. Young, Cilley, Davis, Moore and Bunten and 
Mesdames Mahoney and Nutter. 

Commissioner Perkins presented each member with 
a copy of the proposed Budget. Sheriff Colbath, 
Treasurer Donald Rainie and County Solicitor Zellers 
gave reports. Mr. Zellers stated that an autopsy 1s 
necessary if there is any suspicion of foul play. 

Mr. Zellers expressed the desirability of an additional 
room for lawyers, as in case of settlements there is not 
enough room available. ‘This is not an emergency, 
however. 

Mr. Joseph Colby suggested a study of possible 
changes and improvements in the County Building. He 
proposed a meeting of the full delegation to inspect the 
building. 

Mr. Paul Fenton spoke in behalf of the Farm Bureau 
with the five agents employed as at present. 

Mr. Embree, the Farm Superintendent, also spoke. 
He was requested to bring in a more detailed report at 
the next meeting. 

Mr. Henry Callahan, Clerk of the Court, explained 
the necessary Court charges.

Concord, N. H., March 5, 1953 


Pursuant to printed notices in the Concord Monitor 
and House Journal with individual notices having been 
sent to the Delegates or Town Clerks of towns having 
no representation in the General Court, a public meet- 
ing of the Merrimack County Delegation was held at 
the Merrimack County Court House. 

The meeting was called to order at 2:30 P. M., by the 
Chairman, Mr. FE. Harold Young. Twenty-four dele- 
gates answered the roll-call. The three County Com- 
missioners were also present, Messrs. Perkins, Morgan 
and Colby. 

For a report on conditions in the County Farm Build- 
ing the Chairman called on Mr. Loiselle who introduced 
Mr. Beals, an engineer representing the Anderson- 
Nichols Co. He reported that conditions are passable. 
However, low pressure horizontal boilers installed in 
1915 are in very poor condition. ‘The high pressure 
boiler, which was second-hand when installed and is 
probably older than the others, is dangerous to operate 
as its life has gone by. The boiler house itself is in 
very poor condition. Certain suggestions have been 
made as to some pipe changes, but the entire system is 
obsolete. Replacement is necessary in their opinion. 
The investigators have recommended to the Commis- 
sioners that they take immediate steps to remedy these 
conditions, as they regard the life of the system as not 
more than one of two years. 
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For greater economy, a new location of the plant 
should be on the opposite side of the road. There 
should be a complete new boiler plant. A steam line is 
possible to serve the barn rather than the present oil 
burner. Also there should be a gas driven generator 
plant for emergency operations if electricity fails. “The 
probable cost of new plant would be $90,000.00. ‘There 
would be a great saving in cost of operation. Questions 
were answered by Mr. Loiselle and Mr. Beals. 

Mr. Harry Forrest gave a report on suggested work 
at the Court House. ‘This included insulation, two 
added rooms and retiling floor in entrance hall. The 
cost is estimated at $9,000.00 for the two rooms and 
$600.00 for the floor. Mr. Colbath reported on the need 
of the two additional rooms and the condition of the 
Court House. 

Mr. Perkins introduced Mr. Beede of the Humphrey 
Co., who had made a survey of kitchen conditions at 
the Institution. An overall plan for change over a 
period of years was proposed. ‘The State Board of 
Health has recommended a dishwashing set-up. Stain- 
less steel tables and machine cost $1,200.00. At present 
there are two machines in Hospital. 

Items in the proposed budget were considered. Each 
item was explained by the Chairman or Commissioner 
Perkins. Also, Mr. Paul Fenton, former Superinten- 
dent of the County Farm, gave additional information 
“on several matters. 

No further action was taken on the Budget at this 
time. 

The meeting was adjourned.

Pursuant to notices in the House Journal on March 
17, 18, and 19, a meeting of the Merrimack County 
Executive Committee with the entire Delegation in- 
vited was held in Room 207 in the State House Annex, 
at 9:00 A. M.

Mr. Perkins reported that the Certificate from the 
Insurance Co. gave condition of boilers as satisfactory. 
There were no comments or recommendations. Dr. 
Cilley asked Commissioner Perkins to get a letter of 
confirmation from Mr. Beals as to whether he had made 
a thorough examination both inside and out. ‘This in- 
spection was made at request of last year’s Executive 
Committee, mostly because of inefficiency of operation. 
Mr. Douphinette expressed his belief in the report of. 
the Insurance Company, as did Mr. Brown also. 

Commissioner Colby reported that some traps had 
been replaced and there is now much more efficiency in 
the Laundry. He believes the building which houses 
the boilers to be in substantial condition. ‘The chimney 
does need repairs. It would probably cost $1,500.00 to 
$2,000.00 to put the building and chimney in good 
shape. 

Deputy Sheriff Ball asked for $250.00 for a 2-way radio 
for his car, the title to revert back to Merrimack County. 
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The U. S. Civil Defense asked for this and will pay the 
other half, $250.00. ‘This is on the same frequency as 
the State Police radios. 

Mr. Perkins suggested gradual replacement of kitchen 
equipment and additional facilities. A stove is needed 
in the main kitchen near the bake-oven. A dishwasher 
has been recommended by Mr. Crowell of the State 
Board of Health. 

The meeting was adjourned.

After a brief discussion it was decided to hold a con- 
tinued meeting at the County Farm on Monday, June 
I, at 10:00 A. M. 

The Clerk was instructed to notify all convention 
delegates. 

The meeting was adjourned until that date. There 
were twenty-six present.

Boscawen, N. H., June 1, 1953 


The Merrimack County Delegation held its adjourned 
meeting in the auditorium of the County Home in 
Boscawen at 10:00 A. M., on Monday, June 1. Mr. E. 
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Harold Young, Chairman of the Delegation, called the 
meeting to order. ‘The following members were present 
at roll-call:

Also present were the three Commissioners, County 
Agent Paul Fenton and Supt. and Mrs. Embree. 

The Chairman turned the meeting over to Dr. Cilley, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. Discussion of 
the Budget ensued. Mrs. Otis reported receiving a let- 
ter from Deputy Sheriff Ball asking for a 2-way radio at 
a cost of $250.00 to the County, the U. S. Government 
to pay the other half. ‘This is considered desirable, 
especially for Civil Defense. ‘The sentiment of the 
group, however, was that if it were considered essential, 
the government would furnish it anyway. 

Mr. Young read a letter from Attorney Richard Up- 
ton in regard to Sheriff Colbath who has applied for 
admission in the retirement system for state employees. 
The County’s expense would be $168.00 per year start- 
ing July 1, 1953, with accrued liability increase of 3% 
per year. Remarks were made by Messrs. Maxham, 
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Comi, Corbett, Brown, Hayes, Thompson and Lessels. 

Dr. Cilley reported that Sheriff Colbath considered 
the present budget allowance sufficient to cover this 
expense, but if $168.00 is appropriated it would lie dor- 
mant until such time as Mr. Colbath joins the retire- 
ment system. After some discussion it was moved by 
Mr. Flanders and seconded by Mrs. Otis that the matter 
be laid on the table for the present. “The motion was 
carried. 

Dr. Cilley explained the purpose of the proposed new 
accounting system for the farm. 

Mr. Thompson asked for number of livestock that 
may be sold. . Dr. Cilley reported a recent sale of two 
fine heifers for a sum of more than $1,000.00. By sale 
of surplus cattle and pigs there will be additional 
revenue in the coming biennium and more efficiency 
in operation. “The number of cows should be reduced 
from 90 to 60. Mr. ‘Thompson asked to be recorded as 
opposed to exhibition of cattle for show purposes. 

It was moved by Mr. Raymond Perkins and supported 
that certain items of the budget be divided for separate 
consideration. “The motion was carried. Under Public 
Welfare the separate items were so considered, with ex- 
planations of actual cost and reasons for the proposed 
expenditures explained by Commissioner Perkins, Dr. 
Cilley and others. 

Luncheon was announced at noon. Mr. Hayes ex- 
pressed a desire to submit a motion in regard to the 
matter of Mr. Colbath’s retirement and permission was 
granted him to do so after lunch. 


Mr. ‘Thompson moved that the budget as printed be 
accepted. Mr. Ferrin seconded the motion. It was 
carried unanimously. ‘This calls for estimated expen- 
ditures of $458,456.76 in 1953 and $465,708.63 in 1954, 
with estimated revenue of $163,182.97 in 1953 and 
$94,500.00 in 1954. 


The meeting was then adjourned for lunch. 
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The group reconvened in the afternoon. Mr. Hayes, 
Representative from Ward 4, Concord, offered the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Merrimack County Budget 
for 1953 and 1954. 

The Merrimack County Delegation to the State Legis- 
lature hereby grants full power and authority to their 
Executive Committee to supplement the present funds 
allocated to Employees Retirement for the two fiscal 
years starting July 1, 1953 to cover whatever costs are 
involved as set up by statute as the County of Merri- 
mack’s share in the application of George A. Colbath 
for eligibility in the State Retirement System. Pro- 
vided Mr. Colbath is accepted by the State Retirement 
System and he fulfills all his personal requirements, in- 
cluding all necessary back payments and does so prior to 
July 1, 1953. 

This motion was seconded by Mr. Mason, delegate 
from Hill. By voice vote the motion was carried. 

Dr. Cilley brought up the matter of a proposed in- 
crease in the salary of the Deputy Register of Probate, 
to be considered at the Appropriation Committee’s hear- 
ing next morning. He thought it desirable for members 
of the delegation to attend. 

Mr. Brown of Loudon brought up the matter of the 
2-way radio for the deputy sheriff. There was some dis- 
cussion but no action was taken. 

Mr. Young spoke on unclassified salaries, especially in 
regard to an increase in salary of the Secretary of State, 
this matter to be brought up on the floor of the house. 
Remarks were made by Mr. Vogel approving this sug- 
gestion, also Mr. Corbett and Mrs. Otis who expressed 
the belief that the secretary would be given an assistant. 

A vote of appreciation was extended to Superinten- 
dent and Mrs. Embree for the delicious lunch. 

‘The meeting was adjourned.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In compliance with the Revised Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, 1942, the Commissioners of Merri- 
mack County herewith present the annual report of 
the Commissioners, Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk 
of Superior Court, Auditors, Superintendent of County 
Farm and House of Correction, Farm Physician, Chap- 
lain, and County Extension Service for the year ending 
December 31, 1953. 


CouNTY FARM 


Reference is made to the report of Acting Superinten- 
dent and Matron which is a part hereof and in which 
the Commissioners concur with the statements and 
recommendations of Mr. and Mrs. MacDuffie. 

We also wish to express our appreciation of the 
services rendered by Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Embree who 
concluded their duties as Superintendent and Matron 
July 1, 1953, at which time Mr. Embree accepted the 
position of Farm Superintendent at the Colby Estate in 
New London, New Hampshire. 

We desire to also express our appreciation of the work 
of the Federated Business and Professional Women’s 
Club of Concord who as in past years provided a most 
successful Yuletide party at the County Home. 

The population of the County Home has fluctuated 
considerably between approximately 130 and 150 dur- 
ing the past year. 

The receipts at the County Home and Farm during 
the year were materially increased through the auction 
sale of livestock held at the Farm on August 25, 1953. 
By an increased number of inmates being placed under 
APTD (Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled) ,

OAA (Old Age Assistance), ANB (Aid to Needy 
Blind), and OAA-Alien (Old Age Assistance—Alien) 
programs, Federal and State funds were available. ‘This 
was made possible by changes in the State and Federal 
requirements governing eligibility of persons in County 
Institutions. As a result thereof, a substantial financial 
expense was taken from the County costs and propor- 
tionately increased the County Home receipts for board 
and care furnished these persons. 

During the past year repairs were made at the heat- 
ing plant, the exterior of the institution was painted, 
and a considerable amount of piping was replaced 
throughout the institution. During the winter months 
of 1953, and to be continued during the winter of 1954, 
an interior painting program is essential in order that 
we may keep the property in reasonably good condition. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


The boarded children program averaging about 145 
persons per month and as in the past carrying a mini- 
mum individual expenditure of $35.00 per month re- 
sulted in an expenditure of $63,225.64 or $1,774.36 less 
than the budget figure. 


WELFARE WorK PROGRAM 


During 1953, the work program was less productive 
in man-hours than during the four previous years. Only 
6014 work days at both the County Farm and Court 
House were realized from relief recipients. It is, there- 
fore, evident that these persons have been able to obtain 
outside employment. ‘This indicates that the work pro- 
gram has been beneficial to both the taxpayers and 
former relief recipients who are now self-supporting. 


BUDGET 


The biennial budget for 1953 and 1954 was adopted 
with the expectation of livestock sale and increased 
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revenue as previously mentioned from APTD, OAA, 
ANB, and OAA-Alien residents. A few of the budget 
items were exceeded. One such item being that of .the 
“Medical Referee” in the sum of $268:75, over which 
the Commissioners have no control inasmuch as acci- 
dental deaths and sudden deaths by statutory direction 
require investigation and report. 

Expense of “Above Officers” exceeded the budget item 
in the sum of $63.09, this being a combination of ex- 
penses on the part of Commissioners and the Solicitor, 
the latter being in connection with his criminal inves- 
tigations. 

“Care and Supplies of Court House” exceeded the 
budget item in the sum of $10.71. 

“State vs. Payroll, including Psychopath Medical,” 
exceeded by $393.90. [his being another item over 
which the Commissioners have no control and cannot 
be anticipated. 

“Counsel and Master Fees’’ exceeded by $1,532.65. 
This excess sum, however, was offset by the saving in the 
“Jury Payrolls” which carried an unexpended balance of 
$1,635.80. 

Under the heading of “Public Welfare,” Support of 
Poor Off Farm and Soldiers’ Aid by reason of better 
labor opportunities and markets shows a net unex- 
pended balance of $19,043.95. 

Under “Board and Care of Children,” as previously 
indicated, there was an unexpended balance of $1,774.36 
even though there was an increased number of children 
receiving board and care as compared with the previous 
years. 

“Welfare Administration” also disclosed an unex- 
pended balance of $468.74. 

The Commissioners in conclusion submit that the 
County is again operating within the budgetary appro- 
priation with a surplus of $42,504.19. There is, how- 
ever, need for a continued maintenance and replace- 
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ment program at both the Court House and County 
Home. At the County Home during 1954, it will be 
necessary to replace a part of the kitchen equipment and 
a continuance of pipe replacement. At the Court House 
in addition to normal needs it was necessary to paint the 
exterior woodwork, do a minimum of interior painting 
of woodwork, and in addition to improve lighting facil- 
ities. 

We believe every effort has been made to keep ex- 
penses at a minimum bearing in mind the necessity for 
keeping the County properties in reasonable good con- 
dition and repair.

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To the Board of County Commissioners, 
Merrimack County: 
Gentlemen: 

We submit this, our first report, after having taken 
over the responsibilities of Superintendent and Matron 
on July 20th, 1953, from Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Embree 
who left on July Ist, to take a position at the Colby 
Homestead Farm in New London. While thoroughly 
familiar with the general routine of the Farm during 
many years of our association here, it has taken a little 
time to familiarize ourselves with all the details of 
operation. 

Many repairs and improvements have been made in 
the past six months. The boiler room chimney and also 
the boilers have been repaired and put in first class con- 
dition. The east side of the Jail and the White House 
have been reroofed, and the outside of the main build- 
ings have been repainted. A new hot water boiler, to- 
gether with new piping replacing the old in many places, 
has resulted in more and better hot water throughout 
the buildings. “The old electric floor buffer has been 
replaced, and the new one, not only saves time and 
labor, but keeps the floors throughout, looking spick 
and span. 

A much needed steam table was purchased for the 
Staff Dining Room, so that our nurses and others whose 
duties do not always allow them to be on time for meals, 
are still assured of hot food. A new gas range was in- 
stalled in the middle part kitchen, and the old one in- 
stalled in the basement kitchen, which enables the chef 
there to provide greater variety in the meals of the 
Hospital, Home, House of Correction and Jail. 

The crop of sweet corn yielded 1,152 gallon cans of 
cream style corn. We hope that before the 1954 crops 
are ready to be harvested, we will have our own canning 
equipment. 

The chapel floor has been sanded and varnished, and 
a new fire-proof stage curtain added, all in time for the 
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big Christmas party. Much repainting and redecorating 
have been accomplished, viz: the nursery, the halls and 
many of the hospital rooms, using pastel colors, which 
make the surroundings more cheerful for those who 
spend most of their time in their rooms. 

We want to thank Miss Bessie Gray and her commit- 
tee of the Concord B.P.W. most sincerely for the splen- 
did party, and the many, many gifts of clothing, fruit 
and candy, and the evening’s entertainment, with which 
they brought cheer to our shut-ins at the Holiday Sea- 
son. We also want to thank the Salvation Army for the 
generous donation to each of our residents in all parts 
of the Farm and Home. Also our thanks go to the 
Merchants of Concord and Franklin who donated cloth- 
ing, fruit and candy; to the Christian Science Home for 
its liberal donations; to the Hi-Y Club for the donations 
of wearing apparel, and to all others who in any way 
contributed to the happiness of the residents during the 
Christmas Season. To Rev. and Mrs. ‘Thomas who re- 
lated the Christmas story and illustrated it with colored 
slides, and the carols of the young people of the church, 
we are most grateful. 

The Rumford Press generously donated many novels 
and the W.C.T.U. of Franklin much reading matter, 
which has helped to wile away many hours for the resi- 
dents. 

To the Commissioners, State, Town and County Ofh- 
cials, the Staff,. House Physician, the Clergy, and all 
those who have shown their loyalty and co-operation, 
we express our sincere appreciation. 

We extend to the taxpayers of Merrimack County a 
cordial invitation to visit the institution at any time, and 
become acquainted with its operation.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court 
and Superintendent of the County Farm. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A & J) 
Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 

December 31, 1950-1951, and December 31, 1951-1952, 

are presented in Exhibits A and J, respectively. In 
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1951, the financial condition of the County improved to 

the extent of $103,936.31; starting with a Net Debt of 

$71,107.64 and closing with a Surplus of $32,828.67. 
In 1952, the Surplus increased by $44,594.75.

In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, a net 
revenue surplus of $16,101.74, plus a net unexpended 
balance of appropriations of $9,381.12, resulted in a net 
budget surplus of $25,482.86.

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ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND I REASURER 


An examination was made of all orders issued by the 
Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior Court during 
the periods under review. Supporting invoices and pay- 
rolls were likewise examined and the classification of 
expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance 
as of December 31, 1952, is indicated in Exhibit P. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial account and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Merrimack County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as possi- 
ble, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers 
and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, 
livestock, produce, and from boarders were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts 
of the Farm, as recorded in the cash book, were properly 
accounted for by the Superintendent through deposits 
in the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s 
account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of 
the County Farm for the years 1951 and 1952 are pre- 
sented in Exhibits H and Q, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Balance Sheet Revisions: 

Certain revisions were made in the Balance Sheets of 
December 31, 1951 and December 31, 1952, as included 
in the printed annual County reports. ‘These changes 
are reflected in the Balance Sheets of December 31, 
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1951 and December 31, 1952, as presented in Exhibit J 
of this report, and are as follows: 


Asset Accounts: 


County Farm Accounts Receivable as of December 
31, 1951 and December 31, 1952, in the amounts of 
$8,464.04 and $18,664.18, respectively, were added to 
the Asset Accounts. 


Liability Accounts: 


Unexpended balances of appropriations for new con- 
struction and permanent improvements at the County 
Farm and Court House as of December 31, 1951 and 
December 31, 1952, amounting to $6,513.46 and 
$4,873.73, respectively, were added to the Liability Ac- 
counts. 


Application of Chapter 73 — Laws of 19517: 


Section | of Chapter 73, Laws of 1951, relative to 
County appropriations and expenditures, reads as fol- 
lows: 


“1. APPROPRIATIONS. Amend chapter 44 of 
the Revised Laws as amended by chapter 142 of the 
Laws of 1947, by inserting after section 7 the following 
new sections: 7a. EXCEEDING APPROPRIA- 
TIONS. No county commissioner shall pay, or agree 
to pay, or incur any liability for the payment of, any 
sum of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropria- 
tion so made except for the payment of judgments 
rendered against the county. In the case of any 
emergency, however, county commissioners may ap- 
ply to the executive committee, which, after a public 
hearing, may grant to the county commissioners au- 
thority in writing to make such emergency payment. 
Whenever it appears that the amount appropriated 
for a specific purpose will not be used in whole or 
part for such purpose, the county commissioners may 
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use such sum to augment other appropriations, if 
necessary, provided the total payments for all purposes 
do not exceed the total sum of appropriations in any 
year made by the county convention.” 


As indicated by Exhibit L, County expenditures in 
1952 in relation to budgetary appropriations were as 
follows:

Unexpended Balances of Ap-

Net Overdraft of Appropriations $19,062.62

It is therefore indicated that, exclusive of the Superior 
Court, County expenditures exceeded budgetary appro- 
priations by $13,386.36. We did not find that applica- 
tion was made to the executive committee of the legis- 
lative delegation or written authority granted by this 
committee to exceed appropriations. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the 
accounting procedure conformed to the standard pro- 
cedure prescribed by this Division. 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its 
essential features should be published in the next annual 
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report of the County. This letter of transmittal should 
be included in its entirety but the publication of Ex- 
hibits is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of the members of this 
Division is hereby expressed to the officials of Merrimack 
County and the office staff for the assistance rendered 
during the course of the audit.
